If two ‘‘F’’ notices have been turned in 
by instructors, or three‘‘D’’ notices, parents may be notified 
without consulting the student. President Flint urges all stu- 
dents to check their grades with their instructors and clear up 
deficiencies.

President Truman’s recent speech 
shows that the United States will 
continue to arm heavily to main- 
tain a large army, and to give econ- 
omic and military aid to any or all 
Asiatic (or other) countries who 
want it. President Truman said, 
“We want a full partnership in 
peace with the peoples of Asia as 
with all other peoples in defense 
and support of the ideals written 
in the United Nations Charter.’’ 

The president also warned Russia 


that America will go to war to de- 


fend her liberties, and the liberties © 


of all the free nations of the world. 

‘“‘The Soviet Union can change 
the world situation by living up to 
the U.N. Charter, by lifting the 
iron curtain, and by joining in the 
establishment of an international 
peace system,’’ President Truman 
said. ‘‘America wants no ‘privi- 
ledges or territories’ anywhere in 
the world; America only wants a 


peace founded on justice.”’

Shell Collection. 
Given To MPC 


Recently made available to the 
Monierey Peninsula College science 
museum was a very rare and beau- 
tiful collection of shells. | 

The shells were collected by 


Ada L. Freeman of Pacific Grove 


‘and were gathered over a period of 


about fifty years. The collection 
contains shells collected from the 
sea, fresh water, and the land. 

Many of the specimens are now 
absolutely extinct and, because 
of their rarity, the school museum 
now owns:a collection worth thou- 
sands of dollars. 

This is the first time since 1929 
that any of these shells have been 
viewed by the human eye. 

The science museum is to keep 
a specimen of each shell and the 


remainder of the collection is to 


be distributed to other school 
museums throughout the United 
States. 


*This wonderful collection was 


made ~- available to the college 


through William A. Westcott and 


was donated as a permanent gift 


in the name of Ida L. Freeman.
